Attorney-General Murphy 
Gives Positive Assurance 
There Will Be No Delay. 


By a ‘Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, May i11—That 
Boss T. J. Pendergast of Kansas 
City will positively be placed on 
trial June 12 under indictments 
charging income tax evasion in the 
Missouri insurance compromise 
payoff was asserted by Attorney- 
General Frank Murphy during a 
press conference today. 
“Do you mean that the case will 
actually go to trial,” he was asked, 
“or merely that it will be called for 
trial?” 

“I mean that it will absolutely go 
to trial, on June 12,” Murphy an- 
swered. 

The Attorney-General added that 
earlier in the day he had telephoned 
to Maurice M. Milligan, United 
States Attorney for the Western 
District of Missouri. He intimated 
that they discussed all possible pleas 
for postponement which might be 
offered by the defense, including al- 
leged need of further time for prep- 
aration and illness, and that Milli- 
gan was ready to repel any such 
tactics, 

“The Government is thoroughly 
prepared,” Murphy declared. “There 
will be no delay.” 

The Attorney-General said that 
within the last few days he had re- 
viewed thoroughly with the United 
States Attorney of Chicago pros- 
pective charges against Moses 
(Moe) Annenberg, publisher of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer and proprie- 
tor of race track information serv- 
ices. Steps will be taken immedi- 
ately, Murphy said, to seek indict- 
ments from the Chicago grand jury 
charging not merely income tax 
evasion but violation of the anti- 
trust law. 

Murphy stated that indictments 
would be sought against others 
than Annenberg. Chicago was chos- 
en, he said, because it was there 
certain alleged illegal operations 
had taken place. This case, he 
added, is “one of great magnitude 
and importance” and has entailed 
investigation in several states.

CHAMBERLAIN WARNS NAZIS 
NOT TO TRY FORCE IN DANZIG 


Any Such Action Threaten- 
ing Polish Independence 
Will Inevitably Start 
War in Which Britain 
Will Join, He Says. 


al 


LONDON, May 11 (AP).—Prime 
Minister: Chamberlain said in an 
Albert Hall address today that any 
attempt “to change the (Danzig) 
situation by force “so as to “threat- 
en Polish independence would in- 
evitably” start a general war in 
which Britain would be involved. 

Chamberlain said: 

“In many minds the danger spot 
in Europe today is Danzig where 
our assurances to Poland are clear 


and concise. Although we would 
be glad to see the differences be- 
tween Poland and Germany amic- 
ably settled by discussion, although 
we think that they could and 
should be so settled, if an attempt 
were made to change the situation 
by force in such a way as to 
threaten Polish independence, why 
then that would inevitably start a 
general conflagration in which this 
country would be involved.” 

Chamberlain spoke to a meeting 
of woman members of the Con- 
s..vative party. He said that Ex- 
Premier Leon Blum of France, who 
visited London yesterday, asserted 
that there was one main danger 
of war—that the rest of Europe 
might become convinced that Brit- 
ain and France were insincere 
and could not be relied upon to 
carry out their pledges of military 
aid. 

“No more deadly mistake could 
be made,” he asserted, than to at- 
tribute such insincerity to the 
British-French front. He added: 

“It would be a frightful thing 
if Europe were to be plunged into 
war on account of a misunderstand- 
ing.” 

Speaks for an Hour. 


Chamberlain spoke more than an 
hour to the 8000 women. En 
on a hopeful political n - 
“If only we could get a little re- 
lief from this international tension 
—this anxiety abroad—there are 
many indications that we might see 
a great expansion of trade and of 
prosperity which would benefit 
every people in the world.” 

He reviewed recent steps in his 
foreign policy and denied any in- 
tention of encircling Germany as 
Nazis charge. He insisted the Ger- 
man people, as differentiated from 
their Government, and the British 
still were strongly opposed to any 
war. He declared his willingness, 
under certain conditions, to open 
the broadest sort of negotiations 
with Germany—economic or for 
disarmament. 

He asserted that there “can be 
no rest, no security in Europe” un- 
til the nations are convinced that 
no further attempts will be under- 
taken to destroy the independence 
of “one country after another.” 

Similarly he summed it up thus: 
“ seem to be in these days the 
target of rotten eggs but that does 
not keep me awake . . . You have 
watched the old umbrella going 
around and you have, I believe, 
approved our efforts — strenuous 
and up to now successful—to keep 
Europe out of war.” 

British-Soviet Talks. 


Meanwhile Foreign Secretary 
Viscount Halifax sought again 
in a conference with Ivan Maisky, 
Soviet Ambassador to London, to 
smooth out the British-Russian se- 
curity negotiations. 

Maisky’s call was the third in 
three days. There was no immedi- 
ate official explanation but it was 
believed the envoy laid before Lord 
Halifax the precise Russian ob- 
jections to the British proposals 
along the lines expressed by Izves- 
tia, Russian Government newspa- 
per, in an editorial which indicated 
Moscow would reject London’s lat- 
est proposals for co-operation in 
Eastern European guarantees, 

Uncertainty prevailed whether 
Britain yet is ready to. meet the 
apparent Russian position on all 
points, including the extension of 
guarantees to Baltic neighbors of 
Russia in addition to Poland. Those

Explosion Started Blaze. 


The explosion, thought by fire- 
men to have been caused by dust 
or internal combustion, buckled the 
“A” warehouse. 

Thirty or 40 workmen were to 
have reported for work at “A” ele- 
vator this morning. 

“A” elevator, with a capacity of 
1,250,000 bushels, was constructed of 
wood covered with sheet metal. It 
covered a square block and was 
150 feet high. It was situated at 
102d street and the Calumet River. 

Flames spread to “B” and “C” el- 
evators of the Rosenbaum concern, 
then jumped a loading slip to two 
elevators of the Norris Grain Co. 

Across another slip, 75 feet wide, 
8000 gallons of alcohol are stored 
in a small warehouse of the Collins 
company, 

Nearby another group of eleva- 
tors of concrete construction was 
threatened by the heat. The group 
constituted one of the largest stor- 
ings of grain in the Chicago area. 
About 9,000,00 bushels of grain was 
stored in elevators in the district. 


Visible in the Loop. 


Many miles away in the Loop 
grain traders went up in the Board 
of Trade building to watch. . 

Unable to approach the fire from 
the same side of the river bank, 
firemen lined five powerful en- 
gines on the opposite shore and 
shot water across the narrow river. 
A tug boat was forced to hug the op- 
posite bank. 

Robert Thomas, a witness, said a 
“sudden explosion” at “A” elevator 
hurled flames “about 300 feet in the 
air.” Smoke was visible on the 
south edge of the Loop, several 
miles away. 

Floyd Dedone, an employe of the 
State Department of Agriculture 
said: “I was standing just 50 yards 
away when all of a sudden there 
was an explosion. Something hit 
me on the head and the leg. All I 
remember was that I started crawl- 
ing away, then someone ran up and 
began dragging me.” 

He was taken to a hospital and 
released after examination. 


Man Blown Out of Window. 


Daniel Cameron, superintendent 
of construction on a dock being 
built for the elevator, was hurled 
from the window of a construction 
shack 300 feet away from the 
elevator and thrown into the Calu- 
met River by the force of the ex- 
plosion. Lloyd Bourne, a _ boat 
worker, said: “I saw a tremend- 
ous burst of flame at the top of 
the elevator and an instant later 
came the explosion. I was looking 
in the direction of the shaft and 
saw Cameron thrown out of the 
window into the river. All of us 
ran for our lives and I did not see 
Cameron again.”

TWO NEIDECKER BROTHERS 
ARE SENTENCED IN PARIS 


Americans Who Headed Travelers’ 
Bank There Are in U. S. 
Safe From Extradition. 


PARIS, May 11 (AP).—Bertrand 
and Aubrey Neidecker, American 
brothers who formerly headed the 
Travelers’ Bank in Paris, were sen- 
tenced in absentia by the Paris 
Criminal Court today to five years’ 
imprisonment each and fined 3000 
francs ($78) on conviction of fraud 
and embezzlement. 

The Travelers’ Bank, used by 
many Americans and other for- 
eigners in Paris, closed in July, 
1935. 

The Neidecker brothers are in 
the United States, where French 
extradition warrants were rejected 
by the Supreme Court Nov. 9, 1936. 

They were accused in the Paris 
Criminal Court of embezzling 40,- 
000,000 francs ($1,040,000 at current 
quotations) and fleeing to the 
United States..

LONDON, May 11 (AP).—Roland 
Jennings, Conservative who sup- 
ported Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain’s military and conscription 
measures, won yesterday a by-elec- 
tion regarded as the first popular 
test of the Chamberlain conscrip- 
tion policy. 

The contested seat was for the 
Hallam division of Sheffield. The 
margin by which Jennings defeated 
Laborite C. S. Darvill was, however, 
only 6094, as compared with the 
10,346 by which the Conservative 
candidate carried the division in 
the last election.

Jennings, 16,033; Darvill, 9939.

Rare South African Antelopes 
—Oniy Others in U, S. 


Are in Chicago. 


Acquisition of a pair of harte- 
beests, rare South African ante- 
lopes, was announced today by Di- 
rector George P. Vierheller, direc- 
tor of the St. Louis Zoo. 

The antelope collection, now con- 
taining 15 species, is one of the 
rarest owned by any zoo, Vierheller 
said. The only other hartebeests ip 
the United States are the pair 
owned by the Chicago Zoo. 

Although one of the swiftest of 
African antelopes, being able to out- 
distance greyhounds with ease, the 
hartebeest has been nearly extermi- 
nated except in most remote re- 
gions. Front legs of the tawny ani 
mals are longer than the back legs, 
giving them an awkward appear- 


ance which their movements belie, 
Their horns, long and ringed, are 
bent back at the tips. 

The hartebeests wére purchased 
for $2500 last winter in New York 
but were left there until recently 
to allow them to become more ac- 
customed to captivity.

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NATIONS COURTING RUSSIA 
AFTER YEARS OF NEGLECT 


Soviet Center of Attention in European Situa- 
tion and Able to Choose Friends—Attacks 
on Moscow Helped Many to Power. 


NEW YORK, May 11. — Soviet 
Russia suddenly has emerged from 
the European crisis as the object 
of flattering attention from both 
sides in the controversy and able 
to pick and choose friends at will. 

This may not be so much of a 
surprise to the Muscovites, who have 
been playing their diplomatic cards 
with what many professional ob- 
servers call great skill, as it is to 
some other continental peoples who 
have been wont to have the Soviet 
held up to them as a nation to be 
avoided at all costs. 

Many elections have been won 
by raising the bugbear of the “Red 
menace” before the voters. And 
both Signor Mussolini and Herr 
Hitler, among others, covered much 


of their roads to power by belabor-| 


ing Communism. 

The rush for Soviet favors seems 
to be producing many striking de- 
velopments. The latest and most 
important is the renewed effort of | 
Britain to bring Moscow into a mil-) 
itary alliance. 

This comes at a moment when! 
there have been reports that Hitler 
has been makirg amicable gestures 
towards Russia—despite his famous 
anti-Comintern pact. Rapproche- 
ment between Moscow and Berlin 
is about the last thing the British- 
French brotherhood want to see, 


and apparently they are consider-| 


ably concerned over the possibility, 
however remote, of such a hook- 
up, or that Russia might retire to 


isolation and let the rest of Eu-|' 


rope scrap it out. 
Chamberiain’s Move. 

British Premier Chamberlain yes-| 
terday brought the question of the 
projected alliance before the House 
of Commons. The Soviet official 
news agency, Tass, had termed the 
British-French proposals as one- 
sided, and Chamberlain was ex- 
| plaining. 
| England had objected to a Soviet 


plan for a broad British-French-| 


| Soviet alliance which would guar- 
'antee aid to the small states of Eu-| 
rope in event of aggression, and 
made a counterproposal. 
dicated that Britain asked Soviet 


Tass in-| 


aid if the British-French allies 
were involved in war through their 
commitments to Poland and Ru- 
mania, but that nothing was said 
about what assistance would be 
given Russia if similarly involved 
in war. - 

Chamberlain declared there had 
been a misunderstanding of the 
British-French proposals. He said 
Britain asked the Soviet for aid in 
Eastern Europe only if British- 
French forces already had been 
launched in any conflict. There 
was no intention that the Soviet 
“should commit themselves to in- 
tervene irrespective of whether 
Britain and France had already 
‘done so.” 

This statement by the Prime Min- 
ister represented a decided effort 
to get Russia into an alliance-mak- 
ing mood. And it seems to mean 
that the British-French pair are 
|prepared to go somewhat further 
|than the Soviet previously had wun. 
derstood. 

Others Are Warming Up. 

Incidently, Eastern Europear 
‘countries which have been holding 
|aloot from the Soviet are showing 
'signs of warming up. These includg 
Rumania and even Poland—both 
interested in protection against ag- 
gression. 

A further important development 
might influence the Soviet atti- 
tude. . This is the British decision 
to put the country on a semi-mobili- 
zation basis for the summer, on the 
‘grounds that “hostilities now are 
underaken without notice.” As Min- 
ister of War Hore-Belisha put it 
‘the nation must sleep on its haver- 
sack.” 
| The Soviet Government has been 
‘reported, without confirmation, to 
have doubts as to how far Britain 
really would go in protecting coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe from ag- 
gression. The suspicion has existed 
in some quarters, so it is reported, 
that England might not be very 
keen in embarking on a protective 
war. 

Britain’s announcement that it is 
calling up reserves for training and 
is sleeping on its haversack is ca! 
culated to impress both friends and 
thers with the country’s determi- 
nation to see the thing through.

Gold Plated Art Treasure Had 
Wrong Address on It— 
Missing for Day. 


NEW YORK, May 11 (AP).— 
Workmen of the Holland-America 
line ripped open crate after crate 
last night until they found the $2,- 
000,000 imperial throne of China, 
the disappearance of which had 
alarmed New York art circles, 

Standing unguarded on the dock 
since Monday and bearing a wrong 
address was the throne of gold 
plate, inlaid with mother of pearl 


and standing on a dais supported by 
four dragons. 

It was reported missing earlier in 
th. day when a representative of 
an art gallery planning to exhibit 
it went to the Customs House and 
couldn’t find it. Along with other 
Chinese art, including a $1,000,000 
pagoda shrine, all smuggled out of 
Pekin two years ago before the 
Japanese took over the city, it ar- 
rived Monday from Amsterdam on 
on the liner Zaandam. , 

Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt Jr., a 
sponsor of the exhibit, said the 
crate was addressed to Prof. Otto 
Munchen of Oakland, Cal. She 
was unable to account for’ the 
wrong address. 

A spokesman for Mrs. Roosevelt 
was unable to say why the throne 
was misdirected. 

“It seems that whoever addressed 
it thought Oakland, Cal., was a 
suburb of New York,” the spokes- 
man said. “But we haven't the 
slightest idea why it was addressed 
to a Prof. Munchen. Everything 
else was addressed to Mrs. Roose- 
velt.”

Investigation Report. 

The investigation report, as has 
been told, largely was favorable, 
aside from censure on some lesser 
matters. It held that there was no 
evidence or showing of graft or 
improper acts in connection with 
a number of charges, statements 
Or rumors in connection with the 
events leading up to the Missouri 
State Life receivership in 1933, the 
sale of the Missouri State assets 
to General American by former 
Insurance Superintendent R. Em- 
met O’Malley under St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court approval, the purchase 
contract, later handling of the Mis- 
souri State account within the Gen- 
eral American, and other connect- 
ed matters. 

No recommendations were made 
to the Governor in the report, pre- 
pared by the St. Louis law firm of 
Polk & Williams with the assist- 
ance of Ernst & Ernst, account- 
ants. 

Lucas’ Statement. 

“The report contains a lot of val- 
uable information, and I personally 
have read the report in detail and 
have studied it carefully,” Super- 
intendent Lucas said in the state- 
ment given reporters last night. 

“In my opinion, the report con- 
clusively shows that numerous 
charges made by various parties 
against the conduct of individuals 
and officials heretofore and now 
connected with the Missouri State 
Life-General American transactions 
were and are without sufficient 
foundation or proof to justify those 
charges. 

“On the other hand, the report 
demonstrates that, from statements, 
evidence and records obtained and 
reviewed by the investigators, some 
of the charges made against of- 
ficials and persons connected with 
the Missouri State Life-General 
American transaction were justi- 
fied. The investigators reached 
conclusions from the facts obtained, 
and upon these same facts it is my 
opinion that different conclusions 
may be drawn. 

“The report conclusively discloses 
that not all of the conduct of the 
parties connected with the contract 
between the Missouri State Life and 
the General American Life can or 
should be approved. 

“The report further discloses that 
there have been acts committed by 
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the officials of the General Ameri- 
can in the handling of the Missouri 
State Life account which acts are 
subject to criticism, and the report 
further discloses that some things 
have been done which have not re- 
sulted to the benefit of the policy- 
holders and shareholders of the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co.”

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TALKS BEING RESUMED 


Reich Group Going to War- 
saw, Expected to Put Pact 
Into Effect. 


WARSAW, May i11 (AP).—Ne- 
gotiations toward fulfillment of the 


German-Polish trade agreement are 
being pursued despite tension be- 
tween the two nations over Danzig 
and Pomorze (the Polish corridor). 

A group of German industrialists 
is expected to reach Warsaw within 
a few days to work out ways of 
putting the agreement into effect. 

The pact, signed Sept. 30, 1938, 
provided for exchange of German 
machinery for Polish grains, the 
total trade covered by the agree- 
ment to be about 240,000,000 zlotys 
($45,000,000). 

Polish sources, while saying the 
negotiations were being continued 
as evidence of goodwill, were of the 
opinion that any actual transactions 
arranged now would not exceed a 
total of 25,000,000 zlotys (about $4,- 
700,000). 

A conference of Polish and 
Soviet Russian leaders in Warsaw 
yesterday was authoritatively de- 
scribed as a distinct contribution 
to improved Polish-Russian rela- 
tions. 

Viadimir P. Potemkin, Soviet 
Russia’s first assistant Foreign 
Commissar, and Foreign Minister 


Col. Joseph Beck conversed for an 
hour and a half. 

Informed Polish observers said 
their talk had improved prospects 
of the British-French security al- 
lianece which already includes Po- 
land. 

Some sources regarded it likely 
that Potemkin had assured Beck 
there was no possibility of German- 
Russien reconciliation under ‘exist- 
ing circumstances. Potemkin ar- 
rived here Tuesday on his way 
home from Turkey, Bulgaria and 
Rumania and continued his trip to 
Moscow yesterday. 

A brief communique issued after 
the conference described Potem- 
kin’s visit as “unofficial,” but this 
was regarded by observers as not 
in any way minimizing the im- 
portance of the conference. 

Foreign circles viewed the con- 
ference as a diplomatic gain for 
Poland. Poland, it was said, no 
longer was in the position of feel- 
ing that it was being asked to turn 
to Russia for help, since the initia- 
tive had come from Russia. 

The traditional Polish practice of 
independent action and direct bi- 
lateral understanding was said to 
have been upheld.

NEW TYPE OF LUNG INFECTION 
FOUND AMONG STUDENTS 


Doctors Report on 86 Cases of Acute 
Interstitial Pneumonitis Dis- 
covered at Cornell U. 

CHICAGO, May 11 (AP).—A new- 
ly-discovered disease of the respira- 
tory tract was reported today by 
four New York doctors in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The researchers applied the name 
“acute interstitial pneumonitis” to 
the disease and said it produced 
symptoms of typical pneumonia or 
encephalitis (inflammation of the 
brain). 

Their report was based on a study 
of 86 cases among the 6659 stu- 
dents of Cornell University. 

The infection, they said, did not

A lessening of immediate tension 
in Europe and an optimistic out- 
look were reported disclosed today

through papal nuncios or delegates 
in Berlin, Warsaw, Paris, London 
‘and Rome. 
| These representatives were said 
'to have advised the Pope that Eu-

said to have given optimistic fore- 
‘casts of the possibilities of achiev- 
‘ing a gradual general settlement 
of potentiaHy dangerous problems, 
including the German-Polish dispute 
over Danzig and Italian claims 
‘on France. 
| It was believed; however, that the 
‘Pope might issue an encyclical ap- 
pealing to Catholics to pray and 
‘work for peace. '

WHILE IN ST. LOUIS covering 
the serieS between the Senators 
and the Browns, the staff corre- 
spondent of a Washington news- 
paper wrote the following in his 
column: 

“In all of the 12 cities in the 
league, Washington is the only 
town in which the newspapers 
pay the expenses of their baseball 
correspondents. In New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis and all the rest, 
the correspondents are on the 
cuff, with the ball clubs picking 
up the tab for their rail fare and 
hotel expenses.” 

It’s the kind of comment you 
might expect from a baseball re- 
porter who writes of “all the 12 
cities in the league,” when there 
are only 11 in both major leagues. 

A good reporter, being right 
here in St. Louis, would have veri- 
fied his contemplated statement 
by calling the auditor of the 
Post-Dispatch or the treasurer of 
either local ball club, Our Wash- 
ington contemporary did neither.

Brain Workers Again Become ‘ 
Privileged Class in Russia; 
Get Better Pay, Finer Clothes 


Labor Grumbles About Favors Being Granted 
\ to Red Intellectuals, but Stalin Denounces 
Those Who Object. 


MOSCOW, May 11 (AP).—A new 
privileged class is rising in Rus- 
sia, with the backing of Joseph 
Stalin. 

It is the new intelligentsia, mem- 
bers of which draw better pay, wear 
better clothes, look more prosper- 
ous and in general lead more com- 
fortable lives than the masses. 

The term intelligentsia, as used in 
Russia, is not limited to those who 
ir. other countries are called “the 


intellectuals.” 

The Soviet intelligentsia include 
all who have received training in 
the country’s institutions of higher 
education: engineers, architects, 
physicians and surgeons, pharma- 
cists, veterinarians, economists, 
lawyers, teachers, transport and 
communications specialists, scien- 
tific workers cnd trained agricul- 
turists, 

More than 100,000 of such trained 
workers were graduated from insti- 
tutions during 1938. Other hun- 
dreds of thousands are holding key 
positions in industry, agriculture 
and such professions as medicine, 
education and public administra- 
tion. 

Their enthusiastic co-operation is 
an important factor in the success- 
ful carrying out of Government 
projects, in other words, all proj- 
ects which mean anything, be- 
cause the Government plans and 
administers everything.

So the Government’s policy in 
recent years has been to give them 
the better salaries, the better liv- 
ing quarters and a large share of 
the privileges. 

This has aroused some discontent 
among those with an antipathy to- 
ward workers who have no cal- 
louses on their hands. Some of 
the older workers remember how 
the old intelligentsia during the 
revolution regretted the overthrow 
of the Kerensky Government and 
tried to sabotage the Bolsheviki. 
They are inclined to remain sus- 
picious and hostile toward brain- 
workers, especially those who wear 
better clothes and ride in Govern- 
ment cars. 

This attitude has been so wide- 
spread and persistent that Stalin 
took occasion to attack it in his re- 
cent speech before the Eighteenth 
Congress of the Communist party. 


He rejected emphatically the idea 
that education in itself is some- 
thing to be distrusted by the honest 
worker, and ridiculed those. who 
“practice a disdainful and con- 
temptuous attitude toward the in- 
telligentsia and regard it as an 
alien force, even as a force hostile 
to the working class and the peas- 
antry.” 

What these “queer comrades” ap- 
pear to believe, continued Stalin, is 
that a person who does his work 
well in factory or collective farm 
and then goes to a university in 
search of education thereby be- 
comes “second-rate” and not en- 
titled to as much respect. 

Support from Stalin, the best se- 
curity for the intelligentsia, has 
been followed up by a newspaper 
campaign reminding all workers 
that the new intelligentsia is not to 
be confused in any way with the 
old “sabotaging” intelligentsia; 
that it is here to stay; is a vital ele- 
ment of Soviet life; enjoys the con- 
fidence of the Government and 
Comrade Stalin; and must be re- 
spected. | 

Typical is an article in the rail- 
way workers’ newspaper, Gudok, 
which recalls that the “railway in- 
telligentsia” of Czarist days was 
naturally hostile to a workers’ and 
peasants’ government because rail- 
way executives were recruited from 
the “exploiters’ class.” 

The Institute of Transport in 
those days was training for railway 
careers a student-body consisting of 
“70 sons of aristocrats, 118 sons of 
big officials, 30 sons of priests, 69 
sons of big merchants, 175 sons of 
shopkeepers and 167 sons of kulaks 
(well-to-do peasants).” 

“This intelligentsia was, of course, 
closely bound to the ruling capital- 
ist and land-owning classes,” con- 
tinues Gudok, “and its members, 
therefore, were faithful servants of 
their masters in the exploitation of 
the working people.” There were 
also a few who came from workers’ 
families, but these, “inasmuch as 
they got their bread and butter 
from the exploiting classes,” also 
served the interests of the exploit- 
ers. 

Now, however, young people 
picked for training as railway exec- 
utives and transport engineers are 
drawn from workers’ families and 
therefore, it is stressed, can be re- 
lied upon to think and act as mem- 
bers of the working class no matter 
how important their jobs or how 
great their authority. 


BOOM TALK FOR GARNER 
SENT OUTUNDER FRANK 


Congressman Mails 50,000 
Copies, ‘Not Printed at 
Government Expense.’

WASHINGTON, May i11.-—As a 
part of the presidential boom for 
Vice-President Garner, Representa- 
tive Milton H. West of Texas is 
franking out 50,000 copies of a 
eulogy of the Vice-President deliv- 
ered by Roy Miller, Garner’s prin- 
cipal backer. 

Miller, who is a Washington lob- 
byist for Texas sulphur interests 
and for the Inter-Coastal Canals, is 
understood to be paying for the re- 
printing of the speech which is 
marked “not printed at Govern- 
ment expense.” 

It was reported at the Capitol 
that a million copies of Miller’s ad- 
dress, delivered last December at 
Detroit, Tex., were being mailed. A 
check shows, however, that thus far 
only about 50,000 copies have gone 
out. The mailing lists of various 
trade and regional associations were 
used, it is understood. 

The Miller speech refers to doubts 
of Garner’s qualification for the 
presidency on the score of age— 
he gives his age as 69—but adds 
that “he possesses all the mental 
and physical vigor of men 20 or 
more years his junior.” 

In recent polls Garner has led 
all other Democratic candidates by 
a wide margin. 


MOVE TO DELAY NEUTRALITY 
TALK WHILE KING IS HERE 


Debate Likely to Include Criticism 
of English Policy in Present 
Situation. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
Administration leaders maneuvered 
yesterday to delay congressional de- 
bate on neutrality legislation until 
the King and Queen of England 
have visited the United States in 
June. 

One Senator expressed the opin- 
ion that the discussicn would be 
likely to include criticism by some 
legislators of England’s part in re- 
cent European developments. 

This is especial’y true, he said, 
since the “cash and carry” neu- 

bill by Senator Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, would permit En- 
gland and France, through their 


control of the seas, to obtain war- 
time arms in this country. 


CHUANCHOW BOMBED, 
MANY PERSONS KILLED 


Children Drowned Trying to 
Escape—Fires Add to 
Fatalities. 


SHANGHAI, May 11 (AP).—+The 
important South China port of 
Chuanchow, 50 miles north of Amoy, 
was bombed by Japanese planes 
Tuesday and yesterday, with casu- 
alties estimated in the thousands. 

Fires from incendiary bombs 
spread throughout the city, adding 
many fatalities to the direct vic- 
tims of the bombing. Dispatches 


from Amoy said many children 
drowned attempting to escape. 

Chuanchow now is deserted in the 
daytime. Motor busses, banks and 
customs offices operate only at 
night, 

Chinese Seek to Evacuate Chung- 
king to Prevent Casualties. 
CHUNGKING, May 11 (AP).— 
—Chinese officials ordered all who 
could to leave Chungking yester- 
day as a precaution against great 
casualties from air raids like those 
last week in which 1584 persons 

were reported killed. 

Those remaining, including for- 
eigners, were given passes, a lack of 
which was made cause for arrest. 
It was announced Chinese indus- 
trial co-operatives had increased 
from 107 to 500. They will lend 
small amounts to raid victims in 
the hope of maintaining industry 
and agriculture in Western China. 


1,000,000 Japanese Fighting in, Cen- 
tral China. 

‘TOKYO, May 11 (AP).—More than 

1,000,000 Japanese troops now are 
fighting in Central China, the Ad- 
miralty spokesman said today in 
the first official statement in nearly 
two years on the size of the conti- 
nental force. 
Since the Yangtze was the princi- 
pal supply line for these men, he 
said there still was no immediate 
prospect of opening the river to 
foreign shipping. 


SPIES SENTENCED IN FRANCE 


Young French Soldier Given Life, 
: German 20 Years. 

NANCY, France, May 11 (AP).— 
A court martial sentenced a 19 
year-old French soldier, Henry 
Prehm, to life imprisonment yes- 
terday and a German business man, 
Oscar Armbruster, to 20 years in 


prison for espionage. 


HOUSE FAVORS 
300,188,000 BILL 
UN FLOOD CONTROL 


Final Action Deferred by 
Republican Strategy in 
Calling for Engrossed 
Copy.

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
Amid cries of “pork barrel” and 
“spendthrift,” the House went on 
record yesterday in favor of a $305,- 
188,514 appropriation, mostly for 
flood control and river and harbor 
improvements, but a _ last-minute 
Republican strategem deferred fin- 
al action until next week. 

Overriding the objections of Ma- 
jority Leader Rayburn and leading 
members of its Appropriations Com- 
mittee, the House added $50,000,000 
for flood control and river and 
harbor projects to the original budg- 
et estimates. Proponents of the in- 
crease said an equal amount would 
be deducted from next year’s relief 
fund inasmuch as President Roose- 
velt already had agreed to allocate 
that amount for such projects. 

Just as the vote on final passage 
was to be taken, however, Repre- 
sentative Schafer (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, demanded that an engrossed 
copy of the bill be read. It would 
have taken hours to prepare such 
a copy, so the House adjourned 
without taking final action.: Ray- 
burn said the vote would have to 
be deferred until Monday because 
he had promised many members 
who planned to leave the city that 
no bills would be voted on during 
the rest of this week. 

$172,000,000 for Flood Control. 

In its present form the bill would 
provide $172,000,000 for flood con- 
trol, $39,000,000 of which would be 
devoted to the Mississippi River, 
and $96,000,000 for river and harbor 
improvements. 

A furious floor fight developed 
over addition of the $50,000,000 to 
the bill. Just before it reached 
the floor the Appropriations Com- 
mittee reversed the action of a sub- 
committee which had recommended 
the increase. 

Rayburn took the floor to oppose 
the increase and told the member- 
ship President Roosevelt had au- 
thorized him to assure the House 
that “as much as $50,000,000” would 
be allotted to flood control and riv- 
er and harbor work from the forth-

Doose said the resolution did not 
pass and that Communist members 
of the Alliance withdrew from the 
meetivg in protest. 

Moser sat at one end of the com- 
mittee table as Doose testified and 
told reporters he “certainly would” 
attend the Postoffice exercises Sat- 
urday. 

Doose said the alliance members’ 
finally adopted a resolution to pick- 
et the cornerstone-laying “with ban- 
ners” in protest against Moser’s ap- 
pearance. 

Buttons for Workers. 

Later Doose read an affidavit! 
bearing the signature of Henry D. 
Mattes of Reading. It stated that 
George Maurberger, general fore- 
man of the WPA, had sold Work- 
ers’ Alliance buttons to workers on 
the Skyline Drive project in Read- 
ing for 5 cents apiece. The af- 
fidavit asserted that Maurberger 
i'told workers they had better join 
ithe Alliance if they wanted to hold’

HITLER RETIRES BRINKMANN 
FROM ECONOMICS MINISTRY 


Poor Health of Vice-President of 
Reichsbank Officially Given 
as Reason. 


BERLIN, May 11 (AP).—Rudolph 
Brinkmann, Secretary of State in 
the Ministry of Economics and vice- 


president of the Reichsbank, was 
retired permanently today by 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler because of 
poor health.

QUMANSKY NEW SOVIET 
AMBASSADOR 10 U. 3. 


Charge d’ Affaires in Washing- 
ton Succeeds Troyanovsky 
—37 Years Old. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
Constantine Oumansky, who has 
been Charge d’Affaires of the Soviet 
Embassy, became today Washing- 
ton’s youngest Ambassador from a 
major Power. He will be 37 years 
old Sunday. 

Announcement of his appoint- 
ment to succeed Alexander Troy- 
anovsky was made yesterday in 
Moscow. 

Oumansky came here first in 1933 
with Maxim Litvinov to seek re 
sumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 
He was appointed counsellor to the 
Embassy in 1936. 

The new Ambassador speaks Eng- 
lish fluently, sprinkling his conver- 
sation with American idioms. He 
also speaks French, German and 
Italian. He is married and the 
father of a 10-year-old daughter 
who attends school in Washington, 

The Soviet Government's designa- 
tion of a new Ambassador followed 
President Roosevelt’s recent ap- 
pointment of Laurence A. Stein- 
hardt as United States Ambassador 
to Moscow. The post in Moscow 
had been vacant since Ambassador 
Joseph E. Davies, now envoy te 
Belgium, left last June. Troyane 
ovsky left here shortly thereafter, 

Oumansky was born in 1902 in 
Nikolaev, in the Ukraine. He at- 
tended high school and university 
in Moscow where his studies were 
temporarily interrupted by the rev- 
olution of 1917. In 1918, shortly aft- 


his education, he worked on Mos- 
cow newspapers. In 1922 joined 
the staff of the Russian Telegraph 
Agency, subsequently known as 
Tass, and by 1925 was chief of the 
foreign department of that official 
news agency. From 1926 to 1927 he 
was manager of the Tass bureau 
in Paris. 

As a correspondent, Oumansky 
traveled extensively in Europe and 
the Near East. 

From 1930 to 1936 he served ag 
chief of the press division of the 
Commissariat of Foreign Affairs in 
Moscow. He was frequently at- 
tached to Soviet delegations at im- 
portant international conferences. 

Oumansky’s experience in the 
United States has extended far 
beyond the circle of Washington 
diplomatic functions. He has travy- 
eled all over the country, lecturing 
at many American universities and 
in public forums.

SABOTAGING THE SCHOOL SURVEY. 

Patronage politics is threatening to sabotage the 
economy recommendations of the survey mpie of the 
St. Louis city schools hy experts from Columbia 
University. 

Dr. Strayer and his associates in the survey pointed 
out that $362,000 a year can be saved in maintenance 
and janitorial costs, largely by the dismissal of un- 
needed employes placed in jobs for political reasons. 
Experience has demonstrated that the deadheads can- 
not be separated from their jobs so long as they are 
under independent department heads. 

When department heads are answerable to the 
School Board rather than to the Superintendent of 
Schools, they can always be depended on to find jobs 
for deserving friends of members of the board. Ac- 
cordingly, the school survey recommends that heads 
of the building, finance and supply departments be 
appointed by and be responsible to the Superintendent. 

This recommendation was approved.by a one-sided 
vote of the School Board, and a bill to this effect 
was introduced in the Legislature. But since then, 
some members of the School Board apparently have 
recanted and decided they are unwilling to give up 
their patronage powers. This inclination to cling to 
spoils has culminated in a move by one of the mem- 
bers, Mark Eagleton, to have the board withdraw its 
approval of the original bill and support instead a 
measure which would leaye the heads of the mainte- 
nance and finance teas bbe independent. 

One example will suffidgto show how a continua- 
tion of the present diffusion\ef authority will destroy 


any chance of effecting the needed economies. A 
few years ago, when the schools were in straitened 
circumstances, the board decided to drop 200 non- 
teaching employes. The board did so—and within 
two weeks all 200 were back on the payroll. This 
is the pressure of patronage. 

The Strayer survey found that 107 of the 600 jani- 
torial and engine-room employes are not needed. It 
reported that maintenanceécosts in the St. Louis 
schools amount to $8.05 a year, against $2.92 in 
Indianapolis. 

Opposition which has developed to the original 
bill is purely political. It can be overcome if the 
public raises a sufficient protest against sabotaging 
the survey. If the economy recommendations are 
junked, a precedent will be set for disregarding the 
survey at every point where it runs into political or 
scholastic inertia. 

In that case, the survey will represent a waste of 
$50,000. Mayor Dickmann, who well knows the city’s 
distressed finances, should take the lead in demand- 
ing that the bill now pending in the Legislature be 
‘adopted. The Eagleton proposal should be discarded 
as a patent political evasion.

MAYOR MAVERICK OF SAN ANTONIO. 
The defeat of Maury Maverick in a closely contest- | 
ed primary race last July removed a progressive and | 
picturesque figure from the House of Representatives. 
Now the fiery Texan, by means of a triumph over 
the same machine that beat him last summer, has 


started on the comeback trail as Mayor of San An- 


tonio. He defeated the incumbent, C. K. Quin, who 
had supported Maverick’s opponent, Paul J. Kilday, 
in the 1938 primary. 

It is significant that Maverick polled a heavy vote 
on San Antonio’s West Side, whose Mexican-Ameri- 
can population is largely employed as nut-pickers. 
This has long been one of the country’s most griev- 
ously exploited worker groups, until labor laws and 
unionization recently began to better its lot. In

voters have indicated appreciation of Maverick’s bat- 
tles in two Congresses for the under-privileged all 
over America.

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WHEN THE PUBLIC KEEPS CHECK. 

On March 6, the Post-Dispatch published a news 
story, based on a study of the court records, show- 
ing the lax schedule followed by several of the S&t. 
Louis Circuit Judges. An editorial called attention 
to the great log-jam of cases which had been allowed 
to accumulate and made the point that “justice de- 
layed is justice denied.” 

April is the first full month that has passed since 
this study was made public. Now, a study by Circuit 
Clerk Sam Priest reveals that the average number 
of cases disposed of by each Judge increased 31.3 per 
cent in April of this year, compared with April, 1938. 

This goes to prove that Judges, like other people, 
tend to work better when their employers are keep- 


ing check. The employers in this case are the pub- 
lic, and the means by which a check may be kept is 
provided in the press. Be | 

Such a tally is undoubtedly welcomed by those 


Judges who are anxious to see the docket kept. in 
decent order. The others need the check, whether 
they welcome it or not. Regular publication of the 
scores, however, should not depend on the informal 
co-operation of the Circuit Clerk and the press. It 
should be given the dignity of a court regulation. 
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MISSOURI’S VOICE IS HEARD. 

Embattled public opinion is doing its work. The 
Legislature is gradually being moved by this irresist- 
ible force toward passage of Gov. Stark’s police bill. 

Representative Lafferty, a Pendergast follower and 
chairman of the committee to which the bill has been 
referred, gave signs of trying to stop it by means of 
delay. Now he has read the handwriting on the wall. 
He says he has no intention of blocking the bill’s 
progress and will probably have it ready for final 
action late this week. 

Since the bill’s introduction, the Senate has been 
viewed as the major battleground, with the Boss’ 
forces strongly intrenched for a fight to the death. 
Now comes news from a Post-Dispatch staff corres- 
pondent that Senator Kinney of St. Louis, one of 
the dominant triumvirate, will support the Dill. 
There is even a possibility, the dispatch adds, that 
Senator Casey, dyed-in-the-wool Pendergast chief, 
will not attempt to stop the measure, realizing the 
hopelessness of the cause. 

In these developments, ample credit must go to the 
Governor, who dared defy the Boss’ power, and to the 
legislative leaders, notably Representative Weakley, 
who fought against odds to advance the measure. 
Credit must go to District Attorney Milligan, the 
Federal grand juries and courts in Kansas City, 
which stripped off the Boss’ camouflage. But the 
major credit must go. to an aroused citizenry. 

One Senator of the Casey bloc made the matter 
perfectly plain when he said: 

What can I do? With sentiment as it is in 
my district, I could not hope to be elected to 
any office if I opposed this bill. When I go 
home, I can talk all I want about the correct- 
ness of the theory of home rule, but that doesn’t 
get me any place. The folks there ask quite 
frankly whether I am with the Governor or with 
the Kansas City crooks. 

The machine’s bag of tricks is not exhausted. Just 
now, the Boss’ followers are trying to cripple the 
bill by defeating its emergency clause, thus delaying 
the effective date until September. We trust the 
legislators will stand firm and not permit this 
underhanded tactic to succeed. 

The issue cannot be evaded. The legislator faces 
the choice of advocating good government or corrup- 
tion. He must, in this emergency, stand with the 
Governor or be tarred with the Pendergast brush. 
A vote against the bill cannot be explained away; 
it means political suicide. 

Missouri is watching. Missouri is expressing its 
will to its elected representatives. And only the little 
die-hard group of unashamed machine henchmen will 
dare ignore the mandate.

servative swing” of public opinion. Stiffer 
state labor laws, continued pressure for 
amendment of the Wagner Act, public im- 
patience with tie-ups of jobs, no matter how 
good the grievances, and a series of legal 
reverses are all parts of the anti-union re- 
action. 

The Supreme Court’s crack-down on sit- 
downs, the $711,932 penalty imposed on a 
hosiery union in the Apex case, and last 
week’s decision in a celebrated Kansas City 
case which permanently enjoined the power- 
ful International Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers from using organizational boycotts on 
the Donnelly Garment Co., are all two-by- 
fours in the wind. 

How far the reaction will carry, none can 
say. In recent conferences, some personnel 
and industrial relations men have expressed 
the fear that “some business men may easily 
forget the lessons they said they had 
learned” and turn thumbs down on collective 
bargaining altogether. No evidence of such 
policy-forming can be found, however, by 
Business Week. 

The only policy which does seem to be 
attracting business converts day by day is 
that which insists on strict observance of 
contract by the union, and freezes at the 
approach of factional disputes. 

All over the Detroit area is this particu- 
larly true; a good sample is the word sent 
to the United Automobile Workers’ leaders 
by Motor Products Corporation last week— 
“We earnestly request you to use judgment 
and restraint and await official determina- 
tion of this matter (as to which group has 
bargaining rights) by the courts and the 
National Labor Relations Board.”

Within the unions themselves, and within 
their federations, dissension has had im- 
portant effects. Not only have the CIO and 
AFL continued to pull against each other, 
but each has lost heavily in unity. 

The bitter wrangling within the UAW, the 
leave-taking of the Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers, and the tough going organization-wise 
have made CIO something quite different 
from the national juggernaut it was two 
years ago. 

Today, it is powerful and well-directed so 
far as mine workers, textile workers, men’s 
clothing workers, steel workers and electrical 
manufacture workers are concerned, and is 
marking time with nuclei of various sizes 
and uncertain policies in several other 
fields. The numbers are there in the UAW, 
but the administrative ability is missing. 

Within the AFL, jurisdictional fights 
are no worse than they often have been— 
Mayor LaGuardia had to speak sharply to 
the building trades groups on a huge New 
York housing job last week—but the older 
federation is having trouble lining up its 
forces in a national front,

versations recently, Businéss Week gathered 
these impressions of how they are reacting, 
and what policies may be reached: 

For the ClO—The idea is to take things 
at hand first, get a renewal of John L. 
Lewis’ coal-mining contracts on a closed 
shop or exclusive bargaining basis, continue 
campaigning against Wagner Act changes. 

Meanwhile, the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee under Philip Murray has been 
consolidating its position in some 590 plants, 
and is beginning to open up, with publicity, 
a new organization drive against the “Little 
Steel” pyants which kept their open-shop 
status in the big strike days of 1937. 

The third big branch of ClO—textiles— 
will move forward again this month as 
Sidney Hillman leads a two-branch cam- 
paign to set up employer-labor councils in 
clothing factories and to change the Textile 
Workers’ Organizing Committee into a con- 
stitutional union, 

Thus, the CIO policy begins to emerge as 
one which would shelve expansive ideas of 
national power, and center itself on holding 
or enlarging well-fortified positions. While 
putting the storm-windows up on its stout- 
est buildings, the CIO must perforce watch 
bits of less well-constructed edifices blow 
away, but in better times these could be 
rebuilt along sounder lines.

For the AFL—No changes in execu- 
tive policy are evident, save a very strong 
reluctance to resume peace conferences with 
CIO, “until the Wagner Act argument is 
settled.” AFL partisans realize that the 
lack of unity hurts the labor movement, but 
believe that it hurts CIO more than it does 


And with 1940 just around the corner, the 
Republicans in the craft-union executive 
council can’t see much sense in joining 
hands with the strongly pro-Roosevelt in- 
dustrial unions. 

Looking objectively at the present con- 
fusion, observers are inclined to sum up in 
this way: the unions aren't so much “on the 
run” as they are “sitting tight.” 

Among the older labor leaders, the opinion 
is frankly expressed that some of the newer 
and more truculent unions “had a lesson 


coming to them” and should pay for crowd-. 


ing their luck. If state or Federal labor 
legislation is carefully designed to guard 
against abuses, it might even aid the top 
leaders in teaching discipline to their 
younger followers. 

But the warning is oft repeated that a 
swinging pendulum can reach only a certain 
point on the backswing—and that, if labor 
is denied the rights of organizing, the 
unions will be speaking up for similar re- 
strictions on the business man.

This is a formidable figure, indicat 
very clearly that so far we have failed 
discover any constructive solution for t 
most serious problem that confronts 
nation today. It is true that the volume 
unemployment is much less than it was 
years ago, when the country was in 
depths of depression. But it is also t 
that we are not making any measura 
progress in reducing the number of une 
ployed. | 

It is apt to be forgotten that every yea 
about 500,000 or more young people finial 
their schooling and join the army of work 
seekers. The increase sharply exceeds th 
numbers withdrawn by death or voluntary 
retirement. In addition to which it is esti 
mated that the number employed in Ma 
1939, was 4,250,000 below the 1929 peak.

COOKS SHOULD KNOW 
COOKERY TERMS 


Some Introduced by French 
Chefs and Refer to Various 
Methods of Preparing Food. 


Too many cookery terms in daily 
use are still in the “closed book” 
for some cooks. Foreign terms 
introduced into our 
cookery from time to time by 
French chefs and the simple trans- 
lation often conveys very little to 
American cooks. The cookery 
terms explained below are those 
used most frequently. 

ASPIC—A savory meat jelly used 
to garnish meat or fish or in which 
small pieces of cooked meat, fish 


which is rolled and fastened. 

ROUX—Browned flour and fat 
used for thickening sauces and 

vies. 

SALISBURY STEAK — Another 
name for hamburk steak. Chopped 
meat, seasoned, shaped into cakes 
or patties and broiled or panbroiled. 

SOUSE—Means to pickle. Head 
cheese to which vinegar is used in 
making is often called souse. Meat 
from pigs feet, cooked, flavored 
with vinegar and jellied in a loaf, 
also is known as souse. 

SCORE—To cut across the fibers 
of meat to shorten them the pur- 
pose of making the meat more ten- 
der. A flank steak is an example 
of a cut of meat which usually is 
scored. 

VELOUTE—(Final “e” sounded.) 
A rich white sauce, usually made 
of veal or chicken broth. 

VOL-AU-VENT—Large patties of 
puff paste and made without a mold

CLOCHE—A_ bell-shaped’ glass 
used as a dish cover. “Sous cloche” 
means under glass. Sweetbreads 
with a thin slice of ham are often 
served sous cloche, 
CREOLE—Highly seasoned sauce, 
including tomatoes and green pep- 
pers in which kidneys, shrimp, etc., 
are stewed. Cutlet. This is a rather 
loosely used term. It is used to in- 
dicate a veal chop or veal round 
streak, the latter more commonly 
perhaps. It is a name given to a 
croquette mixture, shaped into in- 
dividual cutlets or chop-shaped 
pieces and fried in deep fat. Slices 
of cold meat, coated with mashed 
potatoes and dipped in egg and 
crumbs, before frying in deep fat, 
also are called cutlets. 
FRENCH—This term as applied 
to meat has two meanings: Scrap- 
ing the meat away from the bone 
as in French lamb chops, or flat- 
tening out pieces of boneless meat! 
as pork tenderloin. The meat is 
cut fairly thick and then flattened 
with the flat side of the cleaver. 
FRICASSEE—A dish made of 
fowl, veal or other meat, cut up 
in pieces and cooked in gravy. 
Braising is the cookery method 
used. Also used as a verb to indi- 
cate the procedure. This is, how- 
ever, not the best usage, for a 
fricassee is the product of braising, 
just as a pot roast is the product 
of braising. 
FRIZZLE—To cook thinly sliced 
meat, such as dried beef or cooked 
ham, in a little fat so that it is 
crisp and brown, with curled edges. 
MINUTE STEAK—A small, ten- 
der steak cut about one-fourth inch 
thick and panbroiled in a lightly 
greased frying pan, just long 
enough to brown attractively on 
both sides.

Stage Play Is 
First Choice 


Gets Better Price T han 
Novels’ Because Rewrit- 
ing Is Unnecessary.

HOLLYWOOD, May 11. 

UT a good stage play and an 
P eaustiy promising novel side by 

side in the showcase, and Hol- 
lywood’s shopping problem is im- 
mediately solved. Producers will 
always buy the play—and gladly 
pay a lot more money for it. 
Why? Because a movie-maker 
with a stage manuscript has a pret- 
ty complete outline of his screen 
play already in hand. But a pro- 
ducer buying a novel still has to 
pay high-salaried writers to edit 
and translate it into the celluloid 
medium—and is taking a gamble 
that they’ll do it to the box office's 
liking. 

On the surface, it’s impossible 
to reconcile some of the compara- 
tive prices Hollywood has paid for 
plays and novels. For instance, 
David O. Selznick bought screen 
rights to “Gone With the Wind” 
for about $55,000 (absurdly low 
because he snapped it up before 
publication), and a month later 
RKO paid $125,000 for the play, 
“Room Service.” 

Although the sum was various- 
ly reported at twice that amount, 
Twentieth Century-Fox spent a fig- 
ure closer to $50,000 for filming 
rights to’ John Steinbeck’s “The 
Grapes of Wrath,” sweeping ro- 
mance of the Oklahoman migra- 
tion—and is today wondering how 
to tackle the problem of cleaning 
it up so it will pass Hays’ office 
inspection. Anothrer best-seller, 
“The Rains Came,” now before the 
cameras, is said to have been pur- 
chased for less than $40,000. 

Had either of these novels been 
produced as a stage play, it would 
have brought twice or even three 
times the amount. For then there 
would have been some tangible 
evidence of its entertainment value, 
to say nothing of a working man- 
uscript and all the necessary dia- 
logue. 

Suffering from a dearth of orig- 
inal screen stories as well as the 
talented authors to conceive and 
whip them into shape, Hollywood 
is right now leaning pretty heavily 
on a very thin play market. Dramas 
bought these days are the ones 
that have already proved them- 
selves before the footlights. And, 
rather than take chances on un- 
tried originals, studios are remak- 
ing plays that proved good box- 
office bets in other years. There 
are perhaps 25 of these old-timers 
now being revised in the writing 
departments or in actual work on 
the stages. 

Some of the plays will ‘be mak- 
ing their third appearance as film 
attractions. Paramount, for in- 
Stance, is giving a fresh slant to 
one of the most successful of al] 
the mystery comedies—John Wil- 
lard’'s “The Cat and the Canary.” 
It was first produced by Universal] 
under that title, and a few years 
later appeared as “The Cat Sleeps.” 
The current version co-stars Bob 
Hope and Paulette Goddard, and 
it is being directed by Elliot 
Nugent, who has played Hope’s 
role on the stage many times. 

On the other hand, the same 
studio has just finished Clifford 
Goldsmith’s Broadway smash, 
“What a Life,” and brought Betty 
Field out from the big street to 
do the same role she played there. 

Columbia is filming Clifford 
Odets’ “Golden Boy,” with Barbara 
Stanwyck and William Holden do- 
ing the roles handled by Frances 
Farmer and Luther Adler on Broad- 
way. Lionel Barrymore, at M.-G.- 
M., is being starred in “On Bor- 
rowed Time.” Bette Davis and 
Miriam Hopkins are co-starred in 
“The Old Maid,” at Warners, and 
Paramount has sent Ray Milland 
and Ellen Drew to England to do 
a picturization of the Jacques Du- 
val play, “French Without Tears,” 
which recently celebrated its 1000th 
performance on the stage of the 
British capital. 

It's an odd mixture of old and 
new stage products that’s predomi- 
nant on current movie programs— 
proving once again that “the play’s 
the thing.”

Declarer Errs 


In Bid, Saves 
Hand by Play 


Clever Handling, Aided by 
Faulty Defense, Gives 
South High Score. 


By Ely Culbertson 


T is lamentable, but true, that 
some of the worst contracts bring 
out the finest plays. In a sense, 
of course, this is logical. When a 
declarer is faced with virtually a 
hopeless proposition it is only nat- 
ural that he should make extraor- 
dinary efforts to recoup in the play 
what was presumably lost in the 
bidding. 

The declarer in the following

“But before that test,” Stewart 
recalled, “I made a two-reel com- 
edy for Warner Brothers at Long 
Island.

He discarded 
fone heart and one spade from 
dummy and East let go three 
spades. Now declarer led a spade 
ito dummy’s blank ace, then re- 
turned a heart. East won and un- 
\wisely selected the nine of diag 
i'monds as his return. (Incidentally 
East had not been too smart in 
holding on to all his diamonds and 
letting go his spades.) Declarer 
covered the diamond nine with the 
lten and West’s king was captured 
iby the ace. Declarer now slyly 
‘led the diamond seven and, as per 
his hope, East refused to cover. 
The seven spot holding, East again 
was thrown on lead with a heart, 
while South discarded his last club. 
Now East had to lead a diamond 
from the J-6 to declarer’s Q-8 and, 
of course, declarer won the last 
two tricks. 

The five-odd in no trump made 
by South in this hand, which turned 
out to be a top score on the board, 
‘resulted from a combination of cir- 
‘cumstances. First, there had to be 
‘considerable luck in the lay of
